To Have President After Many Years 
Spftctal to The Journal: 


WASHINGTON, D. C., June 13 — The 


University of Virginia after a dis- 
tinguished career of nearly a century 
has decided that it no longer can get 
along without a president. 
Thomas 


Jefferson, founder of the 
institution, 


was of the opinion that the university 
would be better off without a president 
than with one and consequently he pro- 
vided in its charter that its affairs 
should be managed by a board of trus- 
tees. The development of recent years, 
however, have given use to an almost 
univeisal sentiment among the alumni 
and other friends of the institution m 
favor of a president like other colleges 
and universities ^throughout the coun- 
try. The change could not be brought 
about, however, without a large amount 
of red tape. It was first necessary to 
obtain the consent of the state legis- 
lature and then to amend the charter. 
These formalities having been com- 
plied with the trustees meet today to 
make a selection for the first president 
of the institution Fom men aie prom- 
inently mentioned foi the honor—Hen- 
ry S Pritchett, piesident of the Mas- 
sachusetts Institute 
of Technology, 


Charles Venable, piesident of the Uni- 
versity of North Carolina, 
President 


Chatles "W Dabney of-the University 
of Tennessee, and Professoi John Bas- 
sett Moore, piofessor of international 
law at Columbia Univeisity. Dr. Ed- 
win A Alderman, piesident of Tulane 
UnH ersity, and one of the most dis- 
tinguished educators of the south, Is. 
also mentioned for the place, but it is 
regarded as doubtful if he would ac- 
cept. 


The salaiy is to be but $5,000, and 


this is regaided as entiiely insufficient 
foi a position of such importance. In 
fact, it v ould piobably act as a bar 
to the acceptance by any 
of those 


pi eminently mentioned foi the honor 
There is talk of opposition to the S6 
lection of -lofessor Moore, because 
his views on the negro question ate 
said to be not tho^e of the people of 
the south The situation theiefore re- 
mains vei y complicated and the final 
outcome is a matter of such specula- 
tion.

No one ever questioned his sincerity 
or honesty, and in after years he has 
borne the name of a trusted public of- 
ficial, and above all, an honest man. 
In later .years he 'engaged in various 
pursuits, generally successful, and here 
it may be truthfully said that, .while 
prosperous, he was ever liberal to those 
who needed relief.

FARMERS AND THE TARIFF 


H 


OW do the farmers of the United States profit by the 


policy of protection' They have faithfully or rath- 


<er unfaithfully to themselves, voted for it for years, have 
^been lelied upon as strongly as the manufactui ers to sus- 
tain it. A glance to our lelations wih Germany will show 
how much the faimer gams by the policy. 


Germany has already announced her intention to large- 


ly increase the taxes on American wheat, flour and meats 
so soon as the commeicial treaties can be adjusted to the 
tariff adopted at the last scission of her legislature. 
It 


now appears that, under the authority of the same law, 
the importation of apples is to be entirely forbidden, ex- 
cept in bulk. This would shut out American apples unless 
a. most radical and a most unusual change in the mode of 
shipment and handling. This action is in direct accord 
•with the theory that the farmers of the country are en- 
titled to the home market. Neither in the case of the Ger- 
man farmers, nor in the case of the American farmers 
does the policy work to the general advantage, but for 


the consumer. They cannot raise enough apples or grain 
either for the home consumption, and if imports are hind- 
ered or forbidden they stand a. chance for higher prices. 
The American fanners produce fai more than the home 
market can take and the protective taxes increase the cost 
of their living and their production without advancing 
the "prices of then- pioducts. If the Germans are greedy, 
the Americans who vote for protection may be greedy 
in desire, but they aie in reality hu:t, not helped. 


Ihere is a revolt in the middle west against tariff ex- 


actions. It takes at present the form of objection to the 
tariff protection to the trusts. The middle western farmers 
suffer much from the operations of the trusts and have 
been able to see it for themselves. They have been kept 
in line for the Republican paity because they have been led 
to hope that the conditions of which they complain may 
be mitigated. If they find that the Republicans intend 
to continue the present policy, and if the Democrats make 
a strong stand on the tariff policy the§£ will be breaks in 
the Republican ranks in the west, while the east will tuin
